W ashington, Feb. 3.—The severance of diplo­ 
matic relations with G erm any was formally an­ 
nounced to the country and the world by President 
Wilson at a joint session of congress today at ?

turies pressing it forward, j 
Fervently invoking the guidance of Almighty 
God in the step he had taken, President Wilson de 
tailed to congress why the United States could not 
continue relations with a warring power which re­ 
peatedly invades its sacred rights and takes the 
lives of its citizens. 
Calm, with a sense of right in what may prove 
the most sombre moment of American history, the 
president stood in the historic hall of the I louse of 
Representatives, and with senators and representa­ 
tives before him, spoke the words which ma y carry 
the country into the world conflict, not for aggres­ 
sion and not for power; only for law and humanity 
Silent and attentive, the grim com pany of the 
nation’s law-makers listened with rapt attention 
while President Wilson told of America’s course ii 
the now unsuccessful diplomatic struggle to dis 
suade G erm any from her campaign ol ruthlessness 
“ We wish to serve no selfish ends,” the presi 
dent stated in his speech. 
“ We seek merely tc 
stand true alike in thought and in action to the im 
memorial principles of our people. Seek merely t< 
vindicate our right to liberty and justice and an un 
molested life. 
I hese are the bases ol peace, no 
war. 
God grant that we may not lu* challenged F 
defend them by acts of wilful injustice on the part 
of the government of G erm any.”
